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Shepherded by President Melvin Maxwell, we find 
CBC as a place where all classes are integrated 
around a Bible-based center. There are 5 programs 
available: Christian Education, missions, music, min- 
istries, and Th.B., besides many elective courses.

Our Christian Education program led by Miss Ruth Yoakam is of four-year 
duration and can lead to a BA. The goal is to teach our students how to teach 
others, be they child, teen-ager, or adult. 


There are a variety of classes which provide rather extensive study. 
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Missions 


Our Missions program led by Miss Joann Allison is geared to prepare 
the student for the mission field with courses in comparative religions, 
anthropology, culture, and language study.

The Music program under Coyt Carroll and Gary Hubartt is 130 hours, four- 
year study. In requires courses in sight-singing, theory, conducting, and 
ensemble or choir work.

Ministries 


The Ministries program lasting four years is one to prepare our young men 
and women to be evangelists and full-time pastors. 


The program now includes such classes as pastoral counseling to enable the 
minister to work with his people. 


Th.B., a program not mentioned thus far is a five-year study. Dr. Case is our 
leader in this field. 





General Education 


Certain General Education courses are required of us as a college, even if we are a Bible college. These courses 
are thought necessary for any education and are generally transferable to another school. Others are simply 
elective courses chosen by the individual student for his purpose. 


Included are: Physical Education, Life Science, Botany, English, Yearbook Staff, many psychology courses, and Radio Broadcasting 
which has just been added to our list, among others.
